REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Straff  ord : — 

I  herewith  present  for  your  consideration  my 
first  annual  report  as  superintendent  of  your  public 
schools,  together  with  the  school  statistics.  This  re- 
port covers  the  school  year  ending  August  31,  1920. 

During  this  year  ten  schools  were  maintained  in 
town  for  a  whole  or  part  of  the  year.  The  State  law 
now  requires  that  schools  be  maintained  for  a  year 
of  36  weeks,  and  with  two  exceptions  your  schools 
were  carried  on  for  this  time.  On  account  of  diffi- 
culty in  engaging  a  teacher,  and  the  condition  of  the 
winter  roads,  it  was  found  necessary  to  petition  the 
State  Board  for  a  slight  decrease  in  number  of  weeks 
in  these  two  schools,  making  their  year  33  and  35 
weeks  respectively. 

During  the  time  that  these  schools  were  in  ses- 
sion, your  superintendent  made  a  total  of  143  visits, 
an  average  of  about  once  in  two  weeks  to  every 
school.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  during  the 
first  visits  of  the  superintendent,  the  pupils  were 
classified  in  different  grades  so  as  to  make  their 
work  somewhat  uniform  throughout  the  town,  and 
at  the  same  time  set  a  definite  standard  of  attain- 
ment for  each  class,  thus  making  it  possible  to  de- 
termine with  some  degree  of  exactitude  whether  or 
not  pupils  were  making  the  progress  that  they 
should. 
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At  all  subsequent  visits,  classes  in  different  sub- 
jects were  examined  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  if 
the  work  had  been  thoroughly  accomplished  and 
whether  or  not  the  time  had  come  to  make  a  fresh 
start  on  new  work.  The  work  for  the  different 
grades  was  discussed  in  some  detail  with  the  teach- 
ers. 

Relative  to  the  condition  of  the  school  buildings 
of  the  town,  I  am  here  inserting  the  provisions  of 
the  Sate  Board  of  Education  for  approval  of  school 
buildings,  and  from  these  requirements  it  can  easily 
be  ascertained  by  any  interested  party  whether  or 
not  your  school  buildings  are  up  to  standard. 

1.  Lighting  shall  be  principally  from  the  pupils' 
left  and  rear,  and  no  lighting  shall  be  permitted  in 
front.  The  ratio  of  window  area  to  floor  area  shall 
be  not  less  than  one  to  five.  Ceilings  shall  be  white 
or  light  cream  color  and  curtains  of  a  light  tint 
shall  be  provided  where  needed. 

2.  Equipment  for  heating  must  be  adequate  to 
furnish  a  minimum  temperature  of  68  degrees,  and 
some  provision  must  be  made  for  ventilation. 

3.  Floors  must  be  in  good  condition  and  oiled 
or  swept  with  some  dust  laying  compound. 

4.  Toilets  must  be  decent  and  in  a  sanitary  con- 
dition. Single  toilets  for  both  sexes  will  not  be  ap- 
proved, except  for  small  schools,  and  then  only  if 
their  entrance  is  from  the  school  room  only. 

5  Water  for  drinking  must  be  provided  in  prop- 
erly covered  receptacle  with  faucet.  Facilities  for 
washing  hands  must  be  provided.  Common  drink- 
ing cups  are  prohibited. 

6.  Every  school  house  must  be  provided  with  a 
flag  and  proper  means  for  displaying  same. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  even  under  the  most 
favorable  conditions,  a  small  school  comprising 
nearly  all  grades  will  not  accomplish  as  much  as  a 
larger  school  with  only  two  or  three  grades.  Con- 
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sidering  this,  it  would  seem  to  follow  as  a  logical 
conclusion  that  a  consolidation  of  schools  where- 
ever  practical  would  be  a  most  excellent  thing,  to- 
gether with  a  division  of  some  school  building  into 
a  two  room  school.  Such  a  consolidation  and  di- 
vision might  be  effected  at  the  Bow  Lake  school, 
combining  two  or  three  other  nearby  schools  with 
this  school,  dividing  the  school  room  and  making  it 
a  two  teacher  school  with  four  grades  in  each  room. 
It  would  seem  that  with  suitable  and  proper  means 
of  transportation  provided,  such  a  plan  would  be 
eminently  desirable  both  from  an  economical  and 
an  educational  point  of  view.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
board  and  citizens  in  general  will  give  this  plan 
some  consideration. 

The  attendance  in  the  majority  of  the  schools 
has  been  all  that  could  reasonably  be  desired,  while 
in  some  few  schools  there  has  been  to  much  unex- 
cusable  absence.  Irregular  attendance  is  harmful, 
not  only  to  the  individual  pupil,  but  to  the  morale  of 
the  school  in  general.  For  the  best  results  in  this 
matter,  the  fullest  cooperation  of  the  parents  is 
asked. 

Some  changes  in  textbooks  have  seemed  both 
wise  and  economical.  Many  of  the  books  were  ten 
years  of  age  or  over  and  thus,  especially  in  the  case 
of  geography,  teaching  the  pupils  many  things  pre- 
sented as  facts  and  figures  which  are  no  longer  true. 

The  old  geographies  have  been  largely  replaced 
by  the  new  Frye-Atwood.  New  arithmetics  have 
been  installed  to  correspond  more  closely  to  the  sys- 
tem of  grading,  and  some  new  histories  to  take  the 
place  of  the  more  obsolete  and  worn  out  texts  in 
that  subject.  Also  some  supplementary  readers 
have  been  introduced  in  order  to  keep  alive  the  in- 
terest in  one  of  our  most  important  subjects — read- 
ing. 

In  the  schools  taught  by  Miss  Perry  and  Miss 
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Scruton.  where  many  of  the  children  remain  over 
the  noon  period  during  the  colder  months,  the  warm 
noon  lunch  has  been  introduced.  I  feel  sure  that 
the  results  of  the  innovation  will  be  largely  benefi- 
cial to  the  physical  and  mental  welfare  of  the  pupils 
and  hope  that  the  same  thing  can  be  accomplished  in 
other  schools  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Junior  High  School  at  the  Austin  Cate 
Academy  is,  I  believe,  of  material  assistance  in  fur- 
thering the  educational  welfare  of  the  children. 
Many  pupils,  who  perhaps  slightly  over  age  or  over- 
grown upon  reaching  the  eighth  grade,  do  not  care 
to  continue  their  work  with  smaller  pupils  in  the  or- 
dinary rural  school;  while  if  these  pupils  can  be 
properly  admitted  to  the  Junior  High,  find  more  in- 
centive for  school  work  and  see  something  ahead 
worth  working  for.  I  hope  this  department  of  the 
Academy  may  be  continued. 

I  wish  to  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  school 
board  and  teachers  of  the  town  for  their  cooperation 
and  welcome  of  the  system  of  supervision.
